Passed Assistant Surgeon McCoy reports: 


ANIMALS EXAMINED FOR PLAGUE INFECTION. 


During the week ended July 16, 1910, there were examined at the 
federal laboratory at San Francisco and the branch laboratories at 
Oakland and Los Angeles, Cal., 5,029 rodents, as follows: Ground 
squirrels, 2,714; rabbits, 29; gophers, 18; weasels, 1; moles, 1; kan- 
garoo rats, 1; rats, 2,265. The rats included Mus norvegicus, 1,931; 
“Mus rattus, 119; Mus alexandrinus, 78; Mus musculus, 137. No 
plague-infected rodents were found. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL. 


Last case of human plague sickened January 30, 1908. Last case 
of rodent plague trapped October 23, 1908. Total number of rats 
found infected to date, 398. 

Week ended July 16, 1910. Premises inspected, 1,119. Houses 
destroyed, 27. Nuisances abated, 116. Poisons placed, 7,270. 
Rats trapped, 2,033. Rats found dead, 68. Gophers trapped, 18.
